In 1958, 15 nursing days were spent in your town. The Child 
Health Conference service plus the steadily increased school 
health program makes continuous health supervision available 
to all children, from infancy on. 


This year, with the services of a school physician, our pro- 
eram included physical examinations, urinalysis, immuniza- 
tions, hearing tests, and tuberculin testing.

The name of the Association shall be the ‘Sidney 
Town Fair Association’ of Sidney, Maine. 


The annual meeting of the Association shall be held 
on the First Monday in November at the Sidney 
Town Hall. Seven members shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business at any such meeting 
but a less number may adjourn the meeting from 
time to time. 


The officers of the Association shall be elected by 
the board of directors. The Board of Directors shall 
consist of 12 members elected by ballot at the an- 
nual meetings thereof and shall be elected three each 
year to serve 4 year terms, except the first year 3 
members shall be elected to a one year term, 3 mem- 
bers shall be elected to a two year term, 3 members 
shall be elected to a three year term, and 3 members 
shall be elected to a full 4 year term. 


The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Association. He shall put all questions from the chair,

The Secretary shall keep a true and careful record 
of the business transactions of the Association.

It is a pleasure to report to the Town of Sidney that the Hot 
Lunch Program sponsored by the Parent Teacher’s Club is 
having another good year. 


Much eredit is due Mrs. Velina D. Ellis and Mrs. Pearl F.

Even with the rising cost of food, we must keep the price of 
the lunch at .25 per meal to comply with state regulations.

Other families with one through four children pay 
at the rate one dollar and twenty-five cents per child per 
week. We are giving about ten percent free lunches. This 
being a stipulation for receiving federal government surplus 
commodities.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee and Citizens of Sidney: 


The enrollment at the James H. Bean School currently totals 
199 students which represents an increase of ten students over 
last year. Overcrowded conditions in several of the classrooms 
is our primary problem. This condition is clearly revealed in 
the listing below showing the grades taught by each teacher 
and the number of students in each classroom.

We have tried to have fewer students per teacher in the 
primary grades because of the importance of teaching begin- 
ning reading skills. A lot of teaching at this level is done in 
small groups, and these students require more individual atten- 
tion than older students. When there are more than 30 students 
in a classroom at any grade level, it is difficult for a teacher 
to adequately meet the needs of all students. Further evidence 
pointing out the need for smaller classes can be found in the 
foundation program as set forth in the Sinclair Law which 
stipulates that one teacher should be employed for each 30 
elementary students. 


The total enrollment will be still larger next fall because 
sixteen students should complete the 8th grade in June and 
twenty-five are expected to register for the junior primary 
elass next fall. To correct this situation, a provision has been 
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made in this year’s budget to employ a seventh teacher next 


fall. We would like to employ a man to teach in the upper | 


erades. This new teacher would also be asked to serve as 
principal because Mrs. Kidwell has requested that she be 
relieved of these duties at the close of this school year. 


Having an additional teacher will make it necessary to con- 
vert half of the all-purpose room into a classroom. This will 
involve installing a temporary partition, blackboard, and a 
bulletin board. Other items that will be needed are a teacher’s 
desk, closet and coat rack. 


We were very sorry to receive a resignation from Mrs. Alice 
Reynolds last summer. We were fortunate to be able to em- 
ploy Mrs. Welch to succeed Mrs. Reynolds. Mrs. Welch has 
studied at Farmington State Teachers College and has taken 
extension courses from Harvard and Colby Colleges. She has 
had previous teaching experience at Gray, Maine. 


Sidney teachers have taken an active interest in professional 
improvement this past year. All of the teachers recently par- 
ticipated in a workshop held in Oakland devoted to improving 
our teaching of study skills. Several of the teachers have 
taken college extension courses also. 


Two additions to the school program this year have been 
the appointment of a school physician and formal instruction 
in music. Dr. Richard Fallon of Augusta has served as school 


physician and has developed a more active health program. | 


Music instruction via television has been available this year. 
On Tuesday afternoons, a half hour program is devoted to 
music instruction for students in the primary grades, and a 


half hour program on Thursday afternoons provides music | 


instruction for the upper grades. 


It has been necessary to increase several items in the school 
budget. The largest single increase is for teachers’ salaries 
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which amounts to about $3200 over last year. Over half of this 
increase is due to planning for an extra teacher next fall. Part 
of the salary increases are necessary to meet the requirements 
of the State Minimum Salary Law. Although our teachers 
have received salary increases in recent years, Sidney still 
represents one of the lower paying towns in Maine. When a 
teacher resigns, it is extremely difficult to find a replacement 
at the salary we can offer. 


Other items in the budget that have been considerably in- 
creased are tuition, conveyance, textbooks and teaching sup- 
ples. Tuition charges are expected to be more than $2500 
over last year, due to more students attending high school and 
higher tuition rates. A higher pay seale has been authorized 
for the bus drivers to enable them to purchase more up-to-date 
equipment. New series of textbooks have been initiated in 
several subject areas. Additional funds are being sought this 
year to replace several sets of outdated textbooks. 


One feature of the Sinclair Law is to define a foundation 
program in terms of the amount of money necessary for a 
town to spend in order to maintain a minimum educational 
program. Expenditures for operating the schools in Sidney 
during the 1956 and 1957 fiscal years was at the rate of 84.6% 
of the foundation program. As a result of this, the State will 
pay only 84.6% of the subsidy allotted to Sidney this year. 
The original subsidy allotment is $24,610, but Sidney will 
receive 84.6% of this amount or $20,820.00. 


Reference was made in last year’s report to the possibility 
of forming a new school district under the provisions of the 
Sinclair Law. Citizens from the towns of Sidney, Smithfield, 
Belgrade and Oakland have formed committees to study this 
possibility. The committees have been organized to study the 
following areas: school enrollments, curriculum, conveyance, 
school building needs, and school finances. The Committee 
studying enrollments has completed its work and has sub- 
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mitted a report. Their study shows that the proposed district 
would include about 1100 elementary and 360 high school stu- 
dents. The work of the curriculum committee should be com- 
pleted in the near future, and then the committees on convey- 
ance and school building needs will start their work. When 
all of these committee reports have been compiled, the finance 
committee will make a study to determine the cost of operating 
the schools within the framework of a new district. 


The Sinclair Law provides financial incentives for towns to 
form new districts. This is in the form of a 10% subsidy bonus; 
the State will also subsidize the cost of any new school con- 
struction for towns forming a new district. At the current 
session of the State legislature, several amendments to the 
Sinclair Law have been proposed. The action the legislature 
will take concerning these amendments should be of special 
interest to the citizens of Sidney. 


Once again we are indebted to the Sidney PTC for their 
generous support this past year. The television set and a tape 
recorder were donated to the school by the PTC. Also, the 
PTC made a sizable donation to the Building Committee which 
was used to pay for grading. on the school grounds last summer. 


In conclusion, I would like to express my appreciation to 
the citizens of Sidney for their cooperation this past year.

The General Revenue Surplus increase of $412.54 reflects a 
credit of $1,920.00 resulting from sale of town and tax acquired 
property. Credits from sale of real estate in excess of book 
value are to be credited directly to Surplus rather than cred- 
ited to a department operation account. 


Accounts Receivable of $325.00 reflects the amount due on 
sale of real estate. 


An inventory of town real estate and equipment should be 
taken as soon as possible. This should be recorded on the town 
records and changes recorded as they oceur. This will provide 
future town officers with a record of property to be accounted 
for. 


The town records are accurate and in good order. I recom- 
mend that the selectmen’s books be kept on a complete double 
entry system throughout the year. A trial balance should be 
taken and balanced each month.
